the democratic world. The idea that tney axe weaker oust be stressed 
constantly* Herds* speeohsa* even treaties and pacts are rarely 
effective by themselves in dealing with the Soviets* Action is acre 
impressive* Tb be understood exactly* 1 mat explain what sort of 
action is scant here* 



It -would sake a profound impression upon the Soviets if the other 
powers began conducting vital foreign affairs* such aa the settlement 
tdt mho* German and Japanese treaties* without consulting the USSR for 
it* refractory She Soviets would be confronted with 

innimiTI ewg* they would be informed of the tesaa on which the other 
powers intend to conclude a peace treaty with Germany or Japan* If the 
Soviete disagree* the Western Potters would conclude a separate peace*

Shoos sms only examples of possibilities for effective action, 
they hums been given here to demonstrate that there are alternatives 
if the p r ese nt attempts to “cooperate* with the Soviets definitely 
fh£U wo all appearances* they will definitely fail* for agreement on 
Gsssaoy and Japan is unlikely, let the present situation in Gsraaey 
mod In Japan cannot be e x tend e d fbr-cyor* A solution is urgently 
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
